The Commissioners passed on $628,083 10 
of claima. They audited $318,000, rejecting 
some, scaling some, and a few being with-

The Commissioners are still at work on an- 
audited claims. The testimony.is voluminous

The matters connected with the most im- 
portant claims are published only. 

Henry G. Cole holds two warrants for 
$13,259 35, of which $7,845 was audited by 
the Commissioners. ‘This was for work done 
on the road in 1865, which, by arbitration, 
had been settled, and the award for $3,500 
made the jadgment of the court. The com- 
mittee recommend resistance of payment. 
The two warrants are for the same work. 
the work was fully paid for, and nothing 
is due Mr. Cole, while he owes the State 
$60,000 for damages for worthless work. 
George W. Evans receipted for an Execu- 
tive warrant for $185 for wood furnished by 
L. T. Wileon on claim made before EZ. M. 
Dodson, Notary Public. Wilson swears he 
furnished no such wood, and Dodson wit- 
nessed no such paper. Therefore Evans stole 
and forged. 

A ficticious claim for $5,905 40 of McEwen, 
Grant & Co., for railroad supplies, was au- 
dited. j 

Mrs. E. T. Williams got $200 more for 
burned goods than she agreed to take. 

In 1870, the State Road psid $286,634 87 
for wood and cross ties, of which $140,551 
was in excess and improperly ¢xpended. H. 
O. Hoyt alone got $184,604 91, or $40,000 in 
excess of what was needed. The Commis 
gioners audited $4,405 08 of this, and did it 
improperly. 

John J. Montgomery got $1,000 for per- 
sonal injury that the committee condemn. 

Montgomery got on an engine without 
leave and got hart. 

A claim of $400 was awarded Lucinda J. 
Waller, who lost part of her foot in rescuing 
her little brother from being run over. The 
railroad was in no negligence, and the com- 
mittee report the payment improper. Mr. 
Hilyer did not sit heré. Mrs. Waller got 
$200 for the same injury improperly, Lucinda 
being her daughter. 

P. M. Sheibley returned $1,000 to the 
Treasurer, audited by committee improperly 
for lumber. Henry Phillips got $200 for 
personal injury when he had receipied for 
$35, in full for the same. Wm. Marable got 
$500 in same way. J. J. McGlohaa got $25 
for a hog killed by a Chattanooga depot 
agent. The road had nothing to do with it. 
Isham Bethel,a negro wonian, got $100 for 
catching cold. She rode outside because she 
couldn't ride in the ladies’ car. The commit- 
tee condemn this judgment. Nathan 
Landrum got $600 for injury that he took 
$10 for and receipted. Samuel Wellborn git 
$300 for injury, for which he had been paid 
$28. George Washington, not testified to be 
related to the father of his country, got 
$250 for a $40 injury paid up.

Before entering on his 
duties, he gave bond and security in the sum 
of $20,000, and the bond was filed and re- 
corded in the office of the Comptroller Gen- 
eral. He had authority to conduct all the 
operations of the road connected with its re- 
pairs, equipment and management, inclading 
its financial affairs; to sue officiaily for an 
claim due the State on account of said r :

road were so kept as at all times to show 
accurately its official affairs; to sell useless 
ironafter thirty days’ =ostows # Can as tem 
to have weekly settlements with all fiscal 
egento uf We rad, for all moneys received 
by them.

Section 906 Revised Code is this: “As soon 
as an agent or any other person having funds 
of the road unaccounted for, is in default, 
an’ fails to pay over said funds on demand 
made by the Superintendent, or by his au 
thority, or shall abscond or conceal himecif,

The bonds of all the officers and agents 
were to be lodged in the Comptrolier Gen- 
eral’s office. All debtors to the :oad were as 
debtors to the State or public, and “ the rem- 
edy of the State against the Superintendent, 
the Treasurer, Auditor and other officers and 
agents, is the same as against Tax Collectors 
or Receivers.”

My opinion is very clear that the city is not liable 
to the owner of property slong the line of any street 
for damage caused by the grading of euch street bo 
lomg as the city is im the proper and legitimatg exer- 
cise of the power conferred by ite charter to “estab- 
lished a system of grading and draining the 
streets.” By the decision of the Supreme 
Court of our State (without referring to 
decisions in other states which are tn accord 
with our own,) the question is settled that cities 
are not lisble in euch cases. In the case of the Mayor 
and Council of Home vs, Ormberg, in the 2th Ga. 
Reports, the facts are that the City Counci!, by the 
cutting and excavation of « street, had undermined 
Ormberg’s fence and caased bis fence to fall com- 
pelling him aleo to go to the expense of erecting a 
stone wall to prevent the land from crumbling away. 
The Saperior Court decided that the city, being in 
the proper exercise of its authority to grade 
streets, was not liable for Ormberg'’s dam- 
ages. In the case of Koll ve. the Olty 
Coanell of Angusts, Sth Georgia HKeporta, 
the facts were that by the elevation of the streets by 
the building of a plank road and allowing male cars 
to berun on the same, the plaintiff's premises had 
heen seriously damaged. The court held that the 
city was not liabic. These cases settle the question 
beyond any doubt in Georgia. lam satisfied no re- 
covery can be had against the city in such cases, 
Wu, T. Newman.
